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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended independent claim 15 to recite an input/output module "coupled to the host computer 
system via a dedicated bus, the input/output module comprising a microcomputer and memory*'. The proposed amendment will not be 
entered because they raise new issues that would require further consideration and /or search. Applicant argues that Dyke does not 
disclose claim 15 as amended. However, Applicant has not shown how claim 15 has overcome the obviousness rejection of Dyke in view 
of the IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin as amended. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In 
re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir 1986). IBM Technical 
Disclosure Bulletin discloses an input/output module comprising a microcomputer and memory (see Cryptographic Microcontroller Block 
Diagram). In addition, an input/ouput module may be interpreted as any component for input/output coupled to the host computer and 
Dyke (fig.1) discloses several components coupled to the host computer including CPU 26 that meets the recitation of microcontroller. For 
at least the reasons cited above and in the previous office actions, the request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place 
the application in condition for allowance.
